apifts, anabayrifts, with ſuch like limmes of 
Antichrift,to roote ent aldoGtrine of diuels & 
men, as the Mafle, Pur atorys, Lnnbes P atrum, 
praters roſaints,& for the dead,freewil,diſtin- 
Qien of meats, apparel 8& daies, vows of fingle 
life, preſence at Idol ſeruice,mans merits, with 
luch hike, which draw vs fromthe ſociety of 
Chrifts Church, wherein ſtandeth only remiſs 
fien of finnes, pyrchaſed by Chriftes bloodto 
all them that belicue, whether they bee Tewes 
or Centiles,and lead vs to vayn confidence m 
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creaturcrs and truft in onr owne imaginations.
